Architecture’s  Month  of  Special  Events 


The  School  of  Architecture  this  month  is 
sponsoring:

Lloyd  Wright,  surveying  the  great  archi- 
tect's work  from  1895  until  his  death  in 
1959,  from  Jan.  6 to  11  in  the  School’s 
building  at  College  and  Huron  streets. 

A lecture  by  William  Zeckendorf, 
prime  mover  in  the  creation  of  Place  Ville 
Marie  in  Montreal  and  other  large  projects, 
on  architecture  and  city  development  at 
Cody  Hall,  Jan.  9 at  8 p.m. 

An  exhibition  of  housing  and  environ- 
ment, prepared  in  co-operation  with  the 
Ontario  Association  of  Architects,  from 
Jan.  20  to  Feb.  4 at  the  School. 

A prospect  of  Ontario  architecture  in  the 
future,  part  of  an  exhibition  designed  by 
the  Ontario  Association  of  Architects,  at  the 
Art  Gallery  of  Toronto,  from  Jan.  12  to 
Feb.  10. 

The  two  exhibitions  at  the  School  of 
Architecture  will  be  open  from  3 to  5 p.m. 
on  the  opening  Sundays,  and  from  9 a.m. 
to  5 p.m.  Mondays  to  Fridays. 

The  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  drawings  were 
enthusiastically  praised  as  works  of  art,  as 
well  as  architecture,  when  they  appeared 
last  year  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in 
New  York.  Many  are  like  delicate  Japanese 
prints;  others  are  as  cubist  as  the  work 
which  later  came  from  Germany's  Bauhaus. 
They  use  a technique  of  graphic  repre- 
sentation which  he  developed  to  show- 
much  better  than  can  be  done  with  photo- 
graphs—the  interweaving  of  vertical  and 
horizontal  elements,  and  the  relation  be- 
tween his  buildings  and  their  natural  set- 
tings. 

Many  of  the  drawings  show  projects 
which  have  never  been  built.  Among  them 
are  a mile-high  skyscraper,  528  storeys  tall; 
a steel  cathedral;  a students'  memorial 
library  to  rise  along  a Venetian  canal;  a 


planetarium  which  in  1925  used  the  spiral 
ramp  construction  he  finally  built  towards 
the  end  of  his  life  in  the  Guggenheim 
Museum  in  New  York. 

These  drawings  were  selected  from  more 
than  8,000  examples  in  the  archives  of 
the  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  Foundation  at 
Taliesin,  his  home  and  studio  in  Wisconsin. 

Mr.  Zeckendorf,  who  will  speak  in  Cody 
Hall  during  the  same  week,  is  chairman  of 
the  board  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
Webb  and  Knapp,  Inc.,  New  York.  This 
company  has  been  responsible  for  some  of 
the  major  post-war  urban  redevelopment 
projects  in  North  America.  Cody  Hall  is 
located  in  the  School  Nursing  at  St.  George 
and  Russell  streets. 

The  second  exhibition  at  the  School  of 
Architecture,  on  housing  and  environment, 
has  been  prepared  for  the  Art  Institute  of 
Ontario  and  will  become  one  of  the  Insti- 
tute’s travelling  exhibitions.  It  examines 
some  of  the  principles  of  good  design  in 
multiple  housing,  illustrated  by  a collection 
of  photographs  from  recent  Canadian  pro- 
jects. 

In  the  Art  Gallery  exhibition,  the  School 
is  organizing  one  of  three  rooms  in  a por- 
trayal of  Ontario  architecture.  The  other 
two  will  examine  Ontario's  buildings  of  the 
past  and  present. 

Exhibits  planned  include  the  winning 
competition  model  of  the  Toronto  City  Hall; 
proposals  for  the  future  development  of  the 
downtown  area  by  “Group  1”— Architects 
Anthony  Jackson,  Gerald  Robinson,  Henry 
Sears,  Donovan  Pinker  and  Macy  DuBois; 
the  City  Planning  Board’s  proposals  for  the 
waterfront  and  the  St.  Lawrence  Cultural 
Centre;  fourth-year  student  drawings  and 
models  of  a new  cultural  centre,  and  a 
new  financial  centre  for  Toronto;  and  third- 
year  student  models  and  drawings  for  a new 
town  for  the  year  2000  a.d.
